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Continuation of 1 1. Regarding the Applicant's argument that the comparator 300 and second amplifier 450 do not perform the function 
level variation switching circuit and the microcomputer 400 must necessarily be a part of the combination. Examiner disagrees. Jeong 
discloses in col. 3 lines 40-50 that the envelope detecting output signal D obtained by comparing the signal B with C in comparator CP is 
supplied to the input port 12 of the microcomputer 400, at this time, envelope detecting output signal is changed. Therefore the two 
components perform the function of the level variation circuit and supplied to 12. 



Regarding the Applicant's argument that the secondary reference of Kubota does not produce an output which will perform ON/OFF 
switching control of a level variation switching circuit since the output of the mode selector 55 is merely connected to a summing circuit, 
Examiner disagrees. Kubota discloses a processor included in the DVTR may respond to an SP/LP selector switch to couple a suitable 
selection signal to mode selector 55. The processor is controlling SP/SLP mode. 

Regarding the Applicant's argument in page 6 that the Examiner has had the benefit of reviewing the disclosure of the present application, 
Examiner disagrees. It must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed 
invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See 
In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971).
